Mrs. Cudahy told ot the tormation 
of the orgarization in 1889 and how, 
through ‘its efforts the first special 
industrial nurse was employed in Chi- 
cago in 1903. In 1904 Grove House 
for Convalescents was opened in Ev- 
anston; and the visiting. nurges asked 
to send there their most Needy cases cases. 
In 1906 Naperville sanatorium was 
opened and ten free beds given to the 
association. In 1907 the nurses at- 
tended children in the summer schools 
and the next year forty nurses were 

placed in the Chicago public schools. 
In 1916 the association began its com- 
prehensive and special infantile paral- 
vais after care work, with fourteen 
special nurses this last year on the 
field for these cases and 1, 155 patients 
cared for. 

Under his dtrcdtion of the associa- 
tion nurses and physicians . crippled 
children were given this last year tank 
exercises at Northwestern clinic. -The 
results were so successful that simi- 
lar exercises and tanks have been es- 
tablished in two of the public schools.
